1. TURKISH JANDARMA COL. HULUSI SAYIN VISITED DEA REGIONAL 
DIRECTOR BRIGGS JULY 1 1 TO EXPRESS SATISFACTION DEA TRAINING AND 
COOPERATION WITH JANDARMA OVER YEARS. HE SAID JANDARMA WAS 
"APOLITICAL" AND HAD NOTHING TO DO WITH GOT DECISION RESUME 
POPPY CULTIVATION BUT WAS PLANNING FOR MAXIMUM SURVEILLANCE/ 
ENFORCEMENT EFFORT DURING COMING YEAR. 

2. SAYIN INDICATED NEED FOR LOGISTIC SUPPORT SURVEILLANCE 
PROGRAM (E.G. TWO-SEATER HELICOPTERS AND RADIO EQUIPMENT), 

ASKED FOR DEA RECOMMENDATION ON CONTROL METHODS, AND MADE 
VAGUE MENTION UTILITY OF A "BI-LATERAL” AGREEMENT ON CONTROLS. 

IT NOT CLEAR WHAT HE MEANT BY LATTER BUT WE INCLINED THINK 

FOCUS WAS PRIMARILY ON LOGISTICS SUPPORT RATHER THAN DEA DEVELOPMENT 
OF OVERALL CONTROL PLAN. 

3. REGIONAL DIRECTOR BRIGGS AVOIDED TAKING DEFINITE POSITION ON 
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POINTS RAISED BY SAYIN OTHER THAN TO EMPHASIZE BOTH IMPORTANCE 
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AND DIFFICULTY EFFECTIVE CONTROL SYSTEM. WE WOULD APPRECIATE 
GUIDANCE FROM DEPARTMENT AND DEA AS TO HOW WE SHOULD HANDLE 
ANY FURTHER SUCH APPROACHES.
